Canton Jotting . . 
(By a Resident. ) 
Febraury 29th, 1884. - 

Yesterday the 2nd of tho wnonth (Chincau) 
was, the birthday festival of. tha Gods of the 
Soil and the ceremonies conncuted with tho 
celebration were ubserved throughout tho 
City. In moat of the open spaces stages 
were crected, and on these were arranged. in 
rows what scomcd ata short distaney to be 
pyramids of floweks, Some of these flower 
pyramids aro from 6 to 8 or 9 feot in height, 
and twenty ur mors of them grou ped togethor 
have a pretty appearance, Closer inspection 
will show that with the flowers oro inter- 
aningled human andanimal figures aud other 
objects, all tastefully bound upon. o frame 
work of bamboo.
